It requlres bot little of the divine light of 
prophecy lo sec that vast pollitesl changes are 
impending over the destinies of the Far East, 
and that with auch may ‘follow certaln conse- 
quences to British commerce so serious that our 
people could not acrept them without « struggle. 
Of course, the divtubiig clement will not be 
Japan, in Formovs, or clscwhere, but rather 
Ragsfa in the-north, and Frades fn the south, of 
the Chioa Seas. Alibough there are [or rather 
were, when this articlo was written, Ed. 44.7.) 
reasons to doubt whether the Russo-Chinese 
Loan will be negotiated after all, still, when two 
such hungry epiders'as Russla acd Fraoce pot 
thelr heads together to catch the China fly, those 
who are not quite blind: can pretty well guess 
what it all means and w! ay be the prohable 
outcome. Everybody knows that Russia is 
moving heaven and earth jn order to get to the 


sea—first at Constantinople, then In India, and. 


sow In Manchuria; while France ts equally bent 
on-ectting up in -sivalry with ourselves a great 
Indo-Chinese empire whose borders are cron to 
touch the walls of Canton, ‘But that is not all, 
for atnce the general collapse of Chins, the 
question of ber ‘actual partition bas not only 
entered certain Europedin heads, but has even 
been serlously weighed by a conspiracy of those 
who like to figore before the world as the bene- 
factors of mankind, —, pe 

As the Csar Nicholas once propored to divide 
with Great Britain the dominions of the “Sick 
Man," so has Chios even been parceled out, 
Indeed the first act of its partiiton In the south has 
already commenced by the surrander to Franca to 
a vast exent of territory cast of the cpper 
Mekosg—of course as part payment for kicking 
yeas out of the Lise-tung peninsols, What 

acala has wrong from the broken and bleeding

Great Britalo, the United States, Germany, and 
of course Japan, may acquiesce In this breaking, 
up of the old empire bas yet to be secn.

As for the {nfinence of Russia In China and 
the Far Kast, it ls acutlous but Hitle-known 
fact that she has been on the shores of that sca 
much longer than ourselves, bat while we have 
been honestly trading, Russia has been plotting 
-—always for the acqolsition of empire, On 
every concelvable opportunity, when China bas 
been In difticaltles, Resala bas taken advantage 
of tho fret weak polat for pressing a claim or 
aonexing territory, as will presently be shown: 


'In 1639 ® band of Cossacks first planted ber 


standard on the shores of the Pacific, and 
secured thelr position fn the far "North, near 
Okhotsk, by laying waste the country with fire and 
sword, This was exactly thirty-nine years after 
acharier had been granted to our Leadenhall 
merchants for trading in India, but before the 
‘first cargo of tea had lefe Canton for London. 

‘In 1643 a report reached Moscow of fabulous 
wealth and valuable gold mines on the shores 
of the lower Amoor River, and on the rgth 
May - one—Peter- Poyarkofi,~ with-a-numerous- 
following of Cossack horsemen, crossed the 
Ural ‘ranges’ bound for this El Dorado. 
Gathering {ao numbers as they went ane: 
ft was their Inck to mect m formid able 
Chinese “Mancha army, which quickly dis- 
persed the Cossacks somewhere about the 
meridian of Pekin, but far tothe north, At this 
date Rusala appears to have taken ber cue from’ 
England, forno sooner had the first British sbtp 

ved Jn London direct from Canton than the 
Czar despatched an ambassador to Pcking, His 
murder belng effected by Chivese agents south 
of the Amoor River, Russia at once sent Khabar 
off in charge of a small aimy provided with ship- 
wrights' and artisans for constructing boats on 
tho upper waters of that river, and so reaching 
the Pacific; but agaln a Chinese army of 18,000 
men successfally opposed thelr passage, and 
compelled Russia to sizo a treaty, at the frontley 
town of Nerchinsk, by which she for ever gave 
up all suthesity on the Amoer ard recognised 
Chica as io possesion, Sill Russia or her 
agents always persevered, as they have done 
since in Ccatral Asis, and to such an extent 
that in 1710 the Emperor of China sent the two 
Jesult fathers, Jartoux and Fridel, to make a: 
correct mapof his northern boundarfes; this 
they did so effectually that the present maps are 
nearly all based on the original. The boundary 
between Ciina and Siberia shows unmistakably 
the comparative strength of China at that perlod 
—and for this reason, when Rusala sent out her 
firat navigator to the Far East in the person of 
Vitus Bebrlog, overland, be kept well north of 
tho s7ih paralles during his long josey to 
Okhotsk, where a ship had been previously built 
forhim. The fact is, that at that date Russia 
was, with all ber vast extent of land, a very poor 
countty, acd completely at the mercy,.so far 
away [rom home, of a Power like China, '

running survey, He discovered Kamtchatka to 
be a pepinsola, and not, as had been supposed, 
a partol Japan she discovered Awatska Bay ;
